S. R. O. No. 31 /83. - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 43 
of the Kerala Headload Workers Act, 1978 (20 of 1980 ), the Government 
of Kerala hereby make the following rules to amend the Kerala Headload 
Workers Rules, 1981, namely : 

RULES 


1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) These rules may be called the Kerala 
Headload Workers (Amendment) Rules, 1983. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 
2. Amendment of the Rules. In the Kerala Headload Workers Rules, 
1981, 

(a) after rule 26, the following rule shall be added , namely: -- 

“ 26A . Registration of Headload Workers.— (1) Within 30 days from the 
date of publication of the Kerala Headload Workers (Amendment) Rules, 
1983 , in the Gazette, every headload worker shall submit his application for 
registration in Form IX to the Registering Authority concerned , with as 
many additional copies as there are employers or contractors from whom isp 
claims to work . 
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(2 ) On receipt of such application the Registering Authority shall issue 
notice in Form X to the employers or contractors from wlrom the headload 
worker claimswork, with copy of the application inviting objections, if any, 
on such application . 

(3) After considering the objections, if any, received and after giving an 
opportunity of being heard , the Registering Authority shall register the name 
of the headload worker in the Register of Headload Workers, on being satis 
fied that the headload worker is eligible for registration and communicate the 
fact to the parties within two weeks of such registration . The Registering 
Authority shall also issue identity card to the registered headload worker 
showing the registration number, name and nature of work . If the name is 
not registered , the Registering Authority shall communicate the fact to the 
applicant with reasons therefor” ; 

(b ) for Forms IX and X , the following Forms shall respectively be 
substituted , namely :

It has therefore become necessary to amend the 
rules, adding necessary provision for the purpose , also specifying forms for 
registration and for issue of notice to the worker and employer before the 
worker is finally registered by the Registering Authority . 

The present Amendment Rules are intended to achieve the above object .

S.R.O. No. 32/83. — Whereas the Government of Kerala are of opinion 
that minimum rates of wages should be fixed under the Minimum Wages Act, 
1948, in respect of the employment in Liquor Trading and Liquor Vending 
Industry. 

Now , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 27 of 
theMinimum Wages Act, 1948 (Central Act 11 of 1948), the Government of 
Kerala hereby declare their intention to add the said employment to Part I 
of the Schedule to the said Act, in its application to the State of Kerala and 
accordingly propose to make the following amendment to Part I of the 
Schedule to the said Act. 

Notice is hereby given that the said proposal will be taken up for con 
sideration on the expiry of three months from the date of publication of this 
notification in the Gazette and that any objection or suggestion that may be 
received from any person in respect of the said proposal before the date specified 
above will be considered by Government. Objections or suggestions shall be 
addressed to the Secretary to Government, Labour ( E ) Department, Govern 
ment Secretariat, Trivandrum .

In Part I of the Schedule to the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (Central 
Act 11 of 1948 ), after item No. 43 , the following item shall be added , namely : 

" 44. Employment in Liquor Trading and Liquor Vending Industry " .

Explanatory Note 
( This does not form part of the notification but is intended to indicate its 
general purport) 

It has been reported to Government that a vast number of persons are 
employed in the foreign liquor wholesale shops and retail shops, arrack shops 
and toddy shops in the State. For any practical purpose these categories of 
employees are not assured any minimum rates of wages. Government have , 
therefore, considered the matter and have decided to fix minimum wages for 
these categories of employees, bringing them under the coverage ofMinimum 
Wages Act , 1948. Accordingly Government propose to notify the Employ 
ment in Liquor Trading and Liquor Vending Industry as a 

Scheduled 
employment by adding the same as item number 44 in the Schedule to the 
Minimum Wages Act, 1948. A preliminary notification inviting objections 
and suggestions has to be issued for the purposewhich the Government decided 
to issue.
